Blsnnang zpplication for extension io Tesco Store 


The Perish Council considered in detail the application for planning 
permission to extend the Tesco store. -It was eventually cgreed to accept 
this, subject to several conditions relating principally to landscaping, 
provision of trolley parks and litter bins, and satisfactory footpath access 
to neighbouring areas. The main point at issue was the proposed vehicular 
access to the New Garden Contre car park, with several reservations being 
expressed as to che safety and ¢onvenience.of the proposed route. The 
Parish Council have asked for road safety experts to be consulted on this 
point anc a new traffic system to be designed if necessary. 


The Clerk reported that this had now been completed, except for several 
rutted areas which needed attention to restore them to a satisfactory 
condition. Thére have been no major problems during the construction of 
this extensive new system, and it is confidently expected to prove very 
successful in draining the Green.
